TO FIX MAXIMUM RATES 


Hopes, He Says, for*an Elastic Ar- 
rangement to Meet Needs of 
Great Trade in Prospect. 


Edward’ N. Hurley, Chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, outlined 
his plan for the operation of the new 
American merchant marine at the an- 
nual dinner of the National Marine 
League held at the Hotel Commodore 
last night. His plan is for private owner- 
ship of the vessels, with Government 
representation on the Board of Directors 
of each company. Thé ships, he said, 
should. be sold to American citizens and 
operated by them under no restrictions 
other than the terms of.the bill of sale 
and, the fixation of maximum freight 
rates. ; 

If Mr. Hurley’s plan is adopted it 
would, provided the present. building 
program is carried out, dispose ultimate- 
ly of 16,732,700 tons of ocean-going steel 
cargo and passengey ships, a fleet 
almost equivalent to half the merchant 
tonnage which plies the seas today 
under the flags of all nations combined. 
At present, according to Mr. Hurley, the 
United States Government owns 555 
ocean-going steel cargo ships aggre- 
gating 3,385,475 dedd weight tons, and 
it has in addition under contract 1,336 
gimilar vessels of 9,275,006 tons. 

In making public his plan Mr. Hurley 
igaid that three statutes would have to 
be passed by Congress in order to put it 
into effect. The plan he presented last 
night, he added, was based on his pro- 

f found convictions, formed after & closé 
pefsonal study of conditions at home and 
in Burope and after careful considera- 
tion of the best information he was able 
to obtain about what is going .on in 
ether parts of the -world. His one 
thought, he said, was to work out @ 
plah, American in conception. ‘‘ and 
adapted to the ideals, genius, tempera- 
ment, and business methods of the 
American people—a plan sufficiently 
elastic to sérve the enormous extension 
of overseas trade we have in prospect 
without having to undergo disorganizing 
changes.”’ ‘ 

Great applause followed Mr. Hurley's 
declaration that he was opposed to Gov- 
ernment ownership except as a last re- 


sort. 
-In making his recommendations Chair- 


man Hurley said: 

‘The ships should be sold to and 
operated by American citizens under no 
restrictions other than the terms of the 
bill of sale and the fixation of max- 
imum freight rates, either as ‘provided 
in Section 18 of the:act approved Sept. 
7, 1916, or as may .be agreed by the 
Government and the operator in spe- 
cific instances. 

“The ships should be sold at a price 
which fairly reflects the current world 
market for similar tonnage. Twenty- 
five per cent. of the purchase price of 
each ship should be paid down, the re- 
mainder falling due and payable in 
graded annual installments over a 
period not exceeding ten years. The 
Government should take and hold a 
mortgage for the unpaid balance, 
charging interest thereon at the cus- 
tomary commercial rate of 5 per cent. 
One-fifth of this interest, representing 
the. difference. between the customary 
Government interest of 4 per cent. and 
the customary commercial rate, should 
be paid into a Merchant Marine De- 
velopment Fund to be described here- 
after. G ty 

Provisions ¢or Ynsurance. 


“The pyrchaser should be required to 
agree te Insure and keep insured with 
‘an <American marine insurance com- 
pany his equity in the vessel, and be- 
cause t+ American marine insurance 
market as not at present sufficient 
resources to underwrite all the vessels 
the Government has to séll, the Govern- 
ment should carry its own fund, as at 
present, but for the purchaser’s account, 
hull and machinery insurance covering 
that part of the vessel for which pay- 
ment has not been made. Our experi- 
ence in operation shows that the Gov- 
ernment can carry this insurance for 
at least 1 per cent. less than the open 
market rate. However, it is proposed 
that, the open market rate be charged 
and that the difference be paid into the 
Merchant Marine Development Fund.

ALBANY, ° N. Y., March ‘27.— Tax 
measures, designed to produce revenues 
aggregating $25,000,000, and thus relieve 
the financial straits in which-.the. State 


finds ‘itself as a-result of lost income 
from: the liquor traffic consequent on 
prohibition,. will. be! introduced in Senate 
and Assembly tomorrow by. the special 
gommittes, headed by Senator Frederick 
M. Davenport of Oneida and Assembly- 
man. Frafklin M. Judson of Monroe, 
which has been studying available tax 
propositions since the legislative session 
bégan._ The bills will provide: for: 

1:\An income_tax at the rate of 2 per 
cent. on. individual incomes in excess of 
$1,000 for single persons and $2,000 for: 
married persons. 

2.'A tax on tangible personal property 
fn excess of $3,000 at the rate of one- 
half of 1 per cent. : 

3. Increase from 3.per cent. to 4% per 
cent. on the. net income of mercantile 
and manufacturing corporations.

does the Federal incorthe tax act, for ati 
exemption of $200 for éach child or other 
dependent... The measure ia drafted very 
much along the lines of the. Federal in- 
come tax act. Staté ¢mployés who are 
exempt under the Federal act, however, 
are taxed under the proposed Staté~in- 
come tax law, which; on the other-hand, 
exempts Federal officials and employes 
from any levy against the salaries they 
obtain from the Federal Governmeént. 
Incomes from Dividends Taxed. 


Incomes from dividends on stocks of 
corporations, from estates and trust 
funds will be taxed, as will. be incomes 
from State and miunicipal bonds of fut- 
ure issues. Incomes from such bonds 
of older issues are exempt. - 

Business men and--professional men 
who -do business or practice in New 
York, but reside.in some adjoining 
State will be taxed on salaries or -in- 
comes made within this State. Non- 
residents will not be taxed on-their in- 
come from stocks and bonds of New 
York corporations. 

Like the Federal {ncome tax, the State 
tax bill will require first returns to be 
filed on or before March 15, the returns 
to be filed with the State Tax Commis- 
sion. Payment of the tax will he made 
to ‘the State Controller. - The entite tax 
must bé paid at one time. Filing of a 
fraudulent return, intentional attempt to 
evade payment, or failure to file‘a re- 
turn is made a misdemeanor. Payment 
of the tax after originally failing to file 
a return will be permitted, provided 
there is an additional payment of 5 per 
cent. of the amount of ‘the tax. 

The proceeds from the tax on tangible 
property will go undivided to the locali- 
ties where it is collected. Réturns must 
be made to the local tax assessors, and 
it is expected there will be attempts at tax 
dodging. The $38,000 exemption was 
made with the viéw to overcome objec- 
tions raised by spokeamen for the farm- 
ers up-State. 

The measure was designed chiefly, ac- 
cording to Senator Davenport, to relieve 
the burdens now imposed’ on real estate 
in most-of the cifies of. the State and to 
replete their shrunken iocal revenues, 
which will suffer’ severely as a result 
of prohibition. It is’ the general opin- 
fon here that the bill has little prospect 
of being enacted.

LONDON, March 27.—Following the 
report from Vienna by way of Berlin 
and Copenhagen yesterday that a 
Czechoslovak force had occupied the 
Hungarian town of Raab, on the Dan- 
ube, and taken possession of the gun 
foundries there, a Centyal News dis- 
patch from Vienna today announces 
that Italian troops have also éntered 
Raab, and that ‘another: Italian ad- 
vance force of 7,000 men has occupied 
Pressburg. 

Pressburg is they miles northwest of 
Raab and thirty-five miles southeast 
of Vienna, on the Hungarian side of 
the border. -

Gen. Mangin Recalled from Lertitnd. 

PARIS, March’ 27, (Havas.)—Gen- 
eral Mangin, one of thé leading offi- 
cers of the French Army, will be re- 
called from his command at Mayence, 
the newspapers announce, to under- 
take a mission the character and 
scope of which ‘‘ is indicated plainly 
by the events in Hungary.’’ 

According to Le Gaulois‘he will re- 
ceive a very important command’ in 
Eastern Europe, undoubtédly-the Bal- 
kans, with a view to possible opera- 
tions on the Hungarian frontier and 
Southwestern Russia. 

General J. M. G. Malleterre, the

LONDON,. March 27.—M. Pichon’s 
declarations as to the tendency of 
allied policy toward Russian Bolshe- 
vism is received with acclaim by the 
adygcates of forcible intervention and 
with corresponding ftegret by its op- 
ponents. It is taken for granted here 
that at least a certain measure of ad- 
hesion to‘the French view has beer 
given by the British delegates in Paris 
and it is also assumed that arrange- 
ments have been comie to by the allied 
powers as to the composition of the 
forces which will be employed and the 
partition of the nécessary expendi- 
tures. : 

Those who still believe in another 
effort -to arrive at an understanding 
on the Russian situation by means of 
a conference such as the ill-fated 
Prinkipo proposal have latterly been 
losing ground in England, and the 
tendency of public opinion is further 
shown by the fact that Lord North- 
cliffe’s newspapers today came out 
strongly in favor of active intervention 
against Bolshevism.

PARIS, March 26.—The Parisian cus- 
tom of eating breakfast alone in bed ‘is a 
leading factor in minimizing the con- 
fusion of .the ra Conference. To ex- 
plain, one may have luncheon with Jugo- 
slavs and dine with Italians, or per- 
haps have those meals with Chinese or 
Japanese. In either case, the two re- 
pasts produce more conflicting theories 
and statements than there are kinds of 
hors d’oeuvres. ‘So; if the day, instead 
of beginning with a-quiet, meditative cup 
of chocolate, should start with a break- 
fast with Greeks or Poles or French or 
even Americans, the case would be abso- 
lutely hopeless.

AT PEACE DELAY 


Had “Coniolatnts Made, but

AT PEACE DELAY

spired statements, would take time to 
arrange, but which could well afford 
to wait, as deferring them would 
bring no danger to the world such as 
is threatened by delay in settling with 
Germany. 

Friends of the President vigorously 
defend him from insinuations that his 
insistence upon including the League 
of Nations covenant in a preliminary: 
peace treaty with Germany was bound 
to cause delay. Nothing has yet ap- 
peared to support this criticism. While 
the League covenant is being subject- 
ed to a process of general revision, 
those engaged in this work are far 
ahead of ‘the big men who are en- 
gaged in seeking to untangle the hard 
knot into which the principal nations 
have tied themselves. These covenant 
makers are making their revision with 
an eye to meeting all objections, so 
as. to insure quick approval of the 
document when it is brought before 
the entire Peace Conference. 

But explanations intended to remove 
criticism of the delays do not overcome 
the fact that a spirit of irritation is 
prevalent in the inner allied circles, 
and this is not helping toward peace. 
Some of it is responsible for the deci- 
sion of the principal plenipotentiaries 
practically to abolish the Ceuncil of 
Ten and leave the work of adjustment 
to the President of the United States 
and the Prime Ministers of France, 
Great Britain, and jtaly. This is con- 
sidered a good move in the direction 
of hastening the conclusion of the 
Paris exchanges. .Human nature is

A story of what brought about the 
drawing together of the cloak of se- 
crecy surrounding the deliberations of 
peace makers is being told, although it 
is not published here. Lloyd George is 
said to have been angry over the pub- 
lication in the Paris newspapers of a 
statement that it was he who was re- 
sponsible for. assertions that . the 
British delegation, in spite of Lord 
Robert Cecil’s public announcement to 
the contrary, had not approved Presi- 
dent Wilson’s plan of including- the 
League covenant in the preliminary 
treaty with Germany. 

The British Prime Minister is cred- 
ited with having read the riot’ act 
over this accusation and followed it 
with an attack on the press for criti- 
cisms of himself and the British atti- 
tude. 

His course recalls the indignation of 
the President just before he left Paris 
for America last month over what.was 
being said about himself and his peace 
policies in the Paris newspapers. Dis- 
patches sent from Paris to American 
newspapers at that time to'the effect 
that the President contemplated -urg- | 
ing a Peace Conference move out of 
France were based on positive’ knowl- 
edge.. ; 

_Lioyd George assumed _ practically

This and other happenings are, how- 
ever, mere minor manifests of,the 
irritation that is in the air. The root | 
of the irritation goes deeper. Failure

It has already been explained in Paris 
dispatches to THE T1ImMEs how Wilson 
and Lloyd George refused to agree to 
the French proposition to make a buf- 
fer State of the Rhenish provinces of 
Germany as @ further guarantee of 
France's security.

the world, first, to the fact that the 
enemy was not crushed when it was 
possible, and, second, to the delay in 
taking full adyantage of the victory 
that was won. 

But now, according to delegates from 
other nations, the French themselves 
are doing more than anybody else -to 
increase the delay by holding out for 
such terms in the boundary and repara- 
tion settlements as the other powers 
will’ not sanction. 

A week ago today I cabled a report 
that America and England had refused 
to consent to the three demands of 
France concerning the west bank of the 
Rhine, for fear of creating a German 
Irredenta, and that Clemenceau threat- 
ened to resign. That story was denied 
the next day in Paris by the French 
themselves, who attributed it to Italian 
intrigue, but today a member of the 
French Foreign Office said to me: 

‘Your information last week, that 
America and England refused to let 
France have her way on the Rhine, was 
absolutely correct. But since then Wil- 
son and Lloyd George have somewhat 
modified their refusal.” 

Italy’s Retort to France. ’ 


France, in demanding that the terri- 
tory-on the west ‘bank of the Rhine be 
made a buffer State, frankly admits it 
is because she is afraid of another mil- 
itary attack from Germany in years to 
come. But the Italians say: 

‘““We have got to take a chance on 
Germany. France consented to take 
such a chance when she consented to 
end hostilities instead of going on to 
Berlin with the victorious armies. Now 
France must joint the rest of us in 
willingness to take a further chance on 
Ger in the futdre instead of de- 
laying-peace by insisting on impédssible 
conditions for the purpose of annthi- 
lating. Germany.” 

That Italian theory, as opposed to the 
Frerich, is as good an illustration .as 
any-of what one gets by" taking luncheon 
with one nation and dining with an- 
other, and the necessity of eating break- 
fast alone. Those two chief Lutin na- 
tions are at odds on practically every 
issué. “Italy, being remote from _ the 
Rhine and having been many years an 
ally of Germany, has little sympathy 
for the fears of the French across that 
river from their century-long enemy. 
On.'the other hand, France is opposed 
to giving Fiume to Italy, and backs the 
Jugoslavs in practically their whole 
Adriatic claim. 

France is moving heaven and earth to 
preyent the annexation of German-Aus- 
tria to Germany. Italy is doing every- 
thing possible to bring about that an- 
nexation. 

These four questions, the Rhine, the 
‘German eastern boundaries, German- 
Austria, and the Adriatic, are the big- 
gest single problems of the conference, 
but none of them is near settlement.

The attitude of Italy on this question 
is explained in another way by the 
French. It is, that Italy wants Aus- 
trian disposed of by annexation to 
France’s -enemy, . Germany, . because 
otherwise. Austria will eventually be- 
come, the. dominating nation of the 
Danubian Confederation, or form an al- 
Hance with Jugoslavia. In either case, 
the fear of Italy, as France interprets 
it, is that Austria, backed by new al- 
Hances in Eastern Europe, will be in 
the near future as powerful an enemy of 
Italy as in the past, not only a mili- 
tary menace, but a factor in the new 
economic grouping of nations which will 
make impossible the trade supremacy in 
the Adriatic country to which Italy. now. 
aspires. 

In the Adriatic case itself, Italy is 
sure that she has France against her, 
fs distinctly afraid of what England is 
going to do, and not at all sure of the 
United States. As to England’s sup- 
posed support ‘of Jugoslavia against 
Italy in Fiume and Dalmatia, it is as- 
serted there are big commercial in- 
terests underlying all of the moves in 
the long propaganda campaign in béhalf 
of the Jugoslays.

‘* People talk of French impertalism 
because we want to erect barriers 
egainst a potentially dangerous enemy 
who may be practically dangefous :to- 
morrow. That, is sheer nonsense. . We 
do not want territory. Have we not vast 


oolonies right at our doors awaiting de- 
velopment?. But we do want protection. 


“‘ All this talk of a ‘fair peace’ with 
Germany is like trying to make terms 
with a criminal lunatic who has run 
amuck through 4 peaceful village. The 
law recognizes that a man like that must 
be shut up so that he can do,no further 
harm. If it is certain that he is cured;

Dusseldorf Delegates ‘Held Up. 


None of these things seems to have 
agitated the Rhineland Germans as 
muchas the action of the allied armies 
in refusing tp allow the delegates to 
the Rhenish Provinctal Legislature to 
proceed to Diisseldorf for the fifty-ninth 
session of the law making body of this 
province, called to meet this week. It 
must be understood that the Allies oc- 
cupying German territory allowed dele- 
gates to go to the Weimar National As- 
sembly and to the Prussian Assembly at 
Berlin a short tint ago.

Some Germans insist that they had 
already received a.promise of passes. 
It seems safe to assume that had Mar- 
shal Foch not rdered the. passes: to be 
withheld, they could have been issued. 
The Germans say they cannot under- 
stand the move. : 

Incidentally, there had been prepared 
for presentation to the Legislature an 
ardent protest against any action by the 
Allies which would divorce the left 
bank of the Rhine from the rest of Ger- 
many. The meeting of the Legislature 
would unquestionably have given its in- 
dorsement to this. It is not forgotten 
that Marshal Foch, who broke up the 
prospective Diisseldorf session, is a 
leading advocate of doing something to 
the left bank of the Rhine which _the 
Germans are not enthusiastic about.

LAND J. A. ROOSEVELT’S BODY. 


Comrades on Transport Pay Full 
Military Honors to Dead Major. 


The body of Major James A. Roose- 
velt, who died at sea, was landed yes- 
terday when the transport Great North- 
ern reached the debarkation piers in 
Hoboken. It wae carried down the 
gangplank by men who had been his 
comrades in the field and on shipboard, 
and the entjre ship’s cumpany stood at 
attention while the bugler sounded

As soon as the vessel came along side 
the pier Major Gen. David C. Shanks, 
Brig. Gen. McManus, officers of they 
Port of Debarkation, accompanied by 
Major Philip Roosevelt, went on board, 
and Major Roosevelt learned from 
Lieut. Commander A. E. Lee, that 
the Major died of cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis, which struck him down when he 
was apparently in the best of health.

WARSAW, March 22.—"' We have men 
and officers, but no uniforms, rifles, mu- 
nitions or artillery,’’ said General 
Pilsudski, provisional head of the 
Polish State, in an interview today with

attacked on three sides and cannot pro-

Peace has been long in coming, the 
blockade has’ been tight, and the food 
Felief has been slow in arriving, so that 
fn many sections of Germany there was 
a feeling almost akin to despair. Some 
parts of Germany have relapsed into a 
cynical state of mind, making it almost 
impossible for them to believe even now 
that some relief is in sight. 

German newspapers in recent days 
apparently reflected public opinion in 
their accounts in large black type of 
the coming of food ships. These an- 
mouncements continue, but they share 
prominence with the still vague reports 
about German participation in the peace 
negotiations. 

The arrival of the first American food 
Ships was just in time to meet a crisis 
in the food situation. The potato ration 
in Greater Berlin was reduced this week 
to three pounds and no fresh meat is 
@vailable for issue to residents of the 
cities. These residents are now receiv- 
ing canned meat from the remnants of 
the army’s stores.

LONDON, March 27.—According to 
word recéived by the. Polish National 
Committee in Paris, a great military 
campaign against Poland is to be opened 
by the Russian Soviet Government this 
Spring, it was declared by M. Joffe, the 
former Bolshevist Ambassador at Berlin, 
at a recent meeting in Vilna. The 
Central.

Secret Correspondence of Count 
Czernin Made Public by 
George Creel Here. 








ARCHDUKE RIVAL OF KAISER 





German Plot Against Franz Ferdil- 
nand Alleged, with Plan. to 
Crown Eltel Fritz. 





George Creel, ex-Chairman“of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, made 
public last night this summary of the 
secret correspondence of Count. Czernin, 
formerly Foreign. Minister of Austria- 
Hungary, which was delivered to Edgar 
Sisson at Prague by an officer of the 
Bohemian Government on Jan. 24: 

“From the documents and letters it will 
be shown that there was a’ German con- 
spiracy against the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand (heir apparent to the Aus- 
trian throne assassinated at Serajevo on 
June: 28, 1914.) -Franz Ferdinand was 
considered as a rival to Kaiser Wil- 
helm. He was working on building up a 
strong Austria which would eventually 
emancipate itself from the influence of 
Berlin. This was blocking Berlin’s plan 
for expansion toward the east, and 
the Berlin Government came éo an un- 
derstanding with the Buaapest Govern- 
ment to offset the plans of Franz Ferdi- 
nand. From one of the letters it is evi- 
dent that the’ German Emperor’s son, 
Eitel Fritz, was selected to study the 
Magyar language and to make friends 
of the Magyar nobility. 

‘Although no positive proof was 
found from the documents on hand as to 


conspir to kill Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand, r( is sufficiently evident that 
there was no conspiracy in Serbia for 
that purpose. The Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand was rather a friend of Serbia in 
hatred of the M ars, as he knew of 
the conspiracy ween the Berlin and 
the Budapest Government. 

‘“‘It is shown from the letters that 
when Aehrenthal annexed Bosnia in 
1908, and Serbia protested through Rus- 
sia and was supported b ngland, 
Count Czernin had an audience with 
Franz Ferdinand. The latter was against 
war with Serbia, as the powers would 
say ‘Halt’ after Serbia was overrid- 
den and: nothing would be in such a 
war. But Count Goetzendorf, the Chief 
of Staff, was strongly for war. The 
Austro-Hun jan General Staff was 
strongly under the influence of the Ger- 
man neral Staff. It is also shown: 

‘“‘(1) That a strong centralized Aus- 
tria under Franz Ferdinand was too 
strong a barrier against German expan- 
sion toward the Far East. Franz Fer- 
dinand started to centralize his power 
first with the creation of a ‘ ministry of 
the Imperial Court,’ of which the in- 
tention was to offset Magyar power. 

** (2) That there was a strong opposi- 
tion ainst the direct, secret and com- 
mon electoral right for Austria and 
Hungary. 

““ (3) That there was a fusion of all 
aristocrats and landlords in Austria and 
Hungary for the support of the I'mperor 
against ples’ rights and social deine- 
crats. eudalism and despotism was 
supposed to return under Franz Ferdi- 
nand. The Emperor and the aristocrats, 
with other landlords, wanted to rule. 
In Hpngary, Count Tisza and a certain 
Mr. Kristoffy were the secret support- 
ers of Franz Ferdinand through Count 
Czernin. Other Hungarian aristocrats, 
according to documents, were pro-Cer- 
by Franz Ferdinand 


‘‘ Again, Franz Ferdinand was a dan- 
ger to the German Emperor and his 
aspirations. Bmperor William feared 
and hated the Slavs, but liked the Mag- 
yars. He said that Franz Ferdinand 
was too rabid towards the Magyars and 
tried to influence him. 

‘“‘ A way via German-Austria and Hun- 
gary to the Far East was natural, as 
the Magyars had aspirations for Bosnia 
and the Herzegovina. The Magyars, 
with a German Prince as their King 
(Hitel Fritz), would have been the best 
allies of William II. And the pro-Ger- 
man and pro-war Austrian General 
Staff with Count Goetsendorf at its 
head is another connecting link with 
the aspirations of the Germans in the 
Far East. The war has proved all this. 
The old Austrian Emperor and Emperor 
Karl were too stupid to see the real 
cause of the war and the aims of the 
Germans and the Magyars.

Deal course, where the open 
should haye been played, has been oc- 
cupied by the army for three years, and 
the Muirfield course, which is the ama- 
teur one in rotation, has hardly been 

played upon during the war. 

‘* As to my own commiittee, our Secre- 
tary was demobilized last week, but he 
is not in very good health and we are 
giving him. a month’s holiday before he 
resumes his duties. During the war I 
have had to do all the. correspondence 
myself with the aid of our Honorable 
Treasurer, S. Grace. I have — 
four years’ work with the Y. M. C. A.

The Polish army which fought in 
France is still in France, because the 
Germans have objected to its being 
landed at Danzig. The Germans have 
the best of reasons for not wanting 
that army in Poland; they - hope. to 
terrorize the Peace. Conference into 
letting them keep Danzig, but what- 
ever the Conference may do, they 
hepe by means of HINDENBURG’S army 
on the eastern frontier either to hold 
the Polish districts of Prussia by force, 
or presently to retake them by force. 
Naturally they do not want a Polish 
urmy in-Poland any more than they 
wanted an American army in France. 
That the leaders of the nations which 
fought Germany should allow them- 
selyes to be delayed by this German 
opposition is more surprising. 

The. ‘Polish nation rose again last} 
Nevember after a century anda half) 
of eclipse. So far as we can judge 
from its four months of independent | 


existence, its people have remembered | 


the lesson of the need for national 
union, taught by the disasters of the 
seventeenth century, and learned+in 
the eighteenth too late to save Polanda: 
They are holding together and fight- 
ing against the Russian menace on 
the east, threatened all the while with 
a Prussian stab in the back. They 


are doing all they can; but their coun- | 
try suffered terribly in the war. Gen-|

Poland to find 
her outlet? Give her Antwerp or 
Brest, perhaps; take something away 
from our allies who have already 
Jost enough, but do not run the 
risk of ‘offending an enemy who 
wants to keep everything that he 
had when the war began. Danzig ts 
an old Polish city, partially: denation- 
alized by the German Goyernment, 
@urrounded by territory where many 
er most of the inhabitants are Polish.

‘*be unnecessary and unwise; there 
‘* is little ground for supposing that 
** it will prevent war.’’ But this is 
part. of the soul .and substance of the 
League. The guarantee of Article X. 
is the method chosen, and necessarily 
chosen, for giving effect to the basic 
principle declared in the preamble of 
the covenant, that it is the purpose 
of the League ‘‘ to promote interna- 
** tional co-operation and to secure in- 
‘‘ ternational peace and security by 
‘* the acceptance of obligations not to 
‘* resort to war, by the prescription of 
‘* open, just, and honorable relations 
‘* between nations, by the firm estab- 
*‘ lishment of the understandings of 
** international law as the actual rule 
** of conduct among Governments, and 
** by the maintenance of justice and a 
** scrupulous, respect for all treaty 
** obligations in the dealings of organ- 
** jzed people with one another.’’ This 
broad general proscription of unjust 
and illegal practices is reduced to ex- 
press terms in Article X.. External 
aggression, the attempt by one nation

MUNICIPAL COURT JUSTICES. 

It is-a’ commonplace that the Muni- 
cipal. Court of New York comes nearer 
the business and bosom of the majority 
of citizens than any other tribunal. It 
deals: with cases where the amount of 
money at issue ranges from the most 
trifling sum to a thousand dollars. Its 
docket ‘contains a vast number of 
actions springing from the common 
and average life of the community. 


Last. year it disposed of more than 
one hundred thousand proceedings or 
cases between landlord and tenant. 
the first and to most persons the sole 
court of justice In which their interests 
are involved, the prompt and efficient 
administration of justice in it is not 
only .a good in itself, but an example 
of justice to the whole community and 
a@ promoter of social content. 

A bill is now before the. Legislature 
increasing the salary of the Municipal 
Court Justice from $8,000 to $10,000 a 
year and providing for a complete in- 
terborough rotation of the Justices. In 
some boroughs at present ‘rotation is 
hardly more than a name, The bill 
provides that no Justice in Greater 
New York shall hold court in his home 
district more than three months in any 
one year or sit in any one: district for 
two successive months.. The reasons 
for rotation are obvious and unanswer- 
able. Since a Justice lives in the dis- 
trict where he is elected, if he holds 
court there continuously he may - be 
unconsciously affected by his ac- 
quaintanceships, friendships, prepos- 
sessions, a whole nexus of social, busi- 
ness, legal, and local connections. He 
is solicited to grant favors.

As compared with this, the 
institutiona}: memorial—hospital, library, 
university hall, community howse, and 
the like—is in infinitely better taste, and 
public utility is the highest of ‘merits.

COAL MEN DEMAND | 
HINES PRICE PROMISE 


Will Not Resume Conferences 
Unless Railroad Administration 
Supports Decision Sought. 


Would Drive Railroad Fuel Below 
Cost. and Raise Price to Consumer 
'—Official Denial Made. - 


Special to The Ncw York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Further 
trouble has developed between the, bitu- 
minous operators and the Railroad Ad- 
ministration over the price which the 
railroads shall pay for coal, and the 
operators have made a statement that 
upon the satisfactory settlement of the 
difficulty will depend their decision as to 
working with the Industrial Board of the 
Department of Commerce for a general 
readjustment of schedules which. would 
bring about lower prices for the general 
consumer. 

The trouble reached a climax Wednes- 
day, it is asserted by the coal interests, 
when representatives of the operators 
met with the Industrial Board, talked 
co-operation, and demanded that the 
Railroad Administration show its hand. 
It is asserted by the operators that the 
position of the Railroad Administration 
was not clearly defined, and the confer- 
ence broke up without agreement. To 
might the operators, as represented by 
the National Coal Association;

STEADY GAIN IN SHIPMENTS 


Loss of Trade with Russia ie Offset 
by Increases with Other Euro- 
peans and South America.

WASHINGTON, March 27. — Figures 
published today by the Department of 
Commerce showing the exports from the 
United States during the eight months 
ending Feb. 28 indicate that the total 
exports for the fiscal year ending June 
30 will reach at least $6,500,000,000, and 
‘thus establish a new record for the’ na- 
tion. In 1917 the exports for the fiscal 
year reached $6,290,048,394, but in 1918 
they fell off to $5,919,711,371. 

These figures represent the exports to 
all countries. The fact that there has 
been an appreciable increase since the 
signing of the armistice is taken as a 
most encouraging sign by those who be- 
lieve that this country will continue to 
advance along these commercial lines. 

The exact figures. are given for a 
period of eight months ending respec- 
tively on Feb. 28, 1918, and 1919. These 
show that the exports for the period 
were $3,861,644,037 in 1918 and $4,385,- 
851,712 in 1919, an increase for the pe- 
riod ending Feb. 28, 1919, of approxi- 
mately $524,200,000. 

On the basis of $4,385,851,712 for the 
eight months’. period ended Feb. 28, 
1919, with four months to go to the end 
of the fiscal year, it is estimated con- 
servatively that the total for the fiscal 
year will be not less than $6,500,000,000.

Amer- 
ican Merchant Merine. For instance: 
It is. foreseen that a number. of trade 
routes: important to ‘the immediate: or 
future wélfare of. American commerce 
must be established and developed. 
Some of these. routes may not yield 
steamship operating profits until their 
existence shall have attracted an in- 
creased volume or better balance of 
trade. Revenue derived from the car- 
riage of mail, and possible fees for the 
training of seamen and cadet officers; 
may. partly compensate losses incurred 

on these routes. 

** Still, in cases where the Government 
selis a ship upon condition that it be op- 
erated in a route which may not prove 
profitable at once, it will be necessary 
to provide for the payment of defaul ed 
interest from the Rdg Marine 

velopment Fund, the discretion of” the 
Shipping Board = other Government 
agency, upon recommendation of the 
ee of Government Directors, until |. 
such time as the route: may be to 
yield -profit. When the ships in. the 
route earn their. annual interest rate 
and a profit, one-half the profit earned 
each year should be paid into the Mer- 
chant Marine Development Fund until 
all moneys drawn from the fund on. uc- 
count of the vessel in question shall 
have been been replaced. e other half 
should go annually to the steamship 
stockholders. 

‘*Such vessels cruising. in . routes 
which fail to prove susceptible of prof- 
itable development and which do not 
serve any purpose of the Government of 
tae nite States, may be transferred 

the Government to other routes. 

Sl saneteeie: should the Government . be- 
come convinced that any vessel -has 
failed to make expenses solely or chiefly 
because. of incapable management, it 
may foreclose‘ its mortgage -on 


essel. 

“On the basis of $1,000,000,000. worth 
of ships, the Merchant Marine Develop- 
ment Fund would be $15,000,000. This 
amount, investigation convinces me, 
would be more than sufficient to care 
for all deficiencies likely to develop.-dur- 
ing this period. Until sold under terms 
just stated, all- vessels should -remain 

é property.of, and should be operated 
by,.the Government of the United States. 

“In order to make sure that the Amer- 
iean merchant marine will be operated 
with due regard for ‘the interests of 
American industry and commerce, it is 
necessary to exercise control over the 
maximum freight rates which may be 
chaarged in regular trade routes.

But these are facts a: past 
performances that cannot be altered 
and ‘can only be reckoned with. 

‘‘ Our shipping program is not even at 
the present moment recéiving. the able; 
efficient, and farseeing direction that 
should. be -expected from a prominent 
Government commission. I-refer to the 
a ge Board. 

I firmly believe that the regulation 
of prices as Prcpoee by the Secretary 
of Commerce will postpone the return 
of normal gp particularly in our 
export trade, will postpone prosperity, 
prolong unemployment and add an un- 
‘told amount of harm to our commercial 
‘interests here and abroad, but particu~ 
larly abroad. 

“The world today looks to the United 
States to become the great investing 
nation. We must do so, not for our own 
sakes, but for the sake of ever de- 

veloping country that needs capital. Our 
capital will not flow freely into foreign 
countries unless investors know that it 
will be guaranteed protection, just so 
long .as its activities are le timate.

INTERPRETING THE FUR TAX. 


Internal Revenue Officer Anewere 
Criticism of His Temporary Rulings.
